2. Admission to the Air Force Flying College will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission, an Interview by the 
Air Force Selection Board and a Physical Endurance Test and 
Medical Examination by the Air Force Central Medical Estab- 
lishment. 

3. The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the College on the result of this examination will 
be 37, Tins is only a ptovisional number and is liable to 
alteration. 

Note.— Candidates who have applied for the examination 
for admission to the Military College or for the Indian Navy 
Examination foi admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy, nr for the National Defence Academy Exami- 
nation for admission to the National Defence Academy, must 
exercise their final option bqfoic admission to the Air I'OTee 
Flying College, if finally selected. After admission, they will 
he considered nciflier for admission to the Military College 
nor for the Indian Navy |nor for the National Defence 
Academy, 

4. A candidate must be an unmairied male and must either 
be:— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a foimer 
French Possession in India, or 

(d) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India. 

Note I —A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
rannot he iir.tietl as an unmarried male for tile purpose of 
the above Rule. 

Noje II— I lie appointment of candidates in categories (c) 
and (il) above will be subject to issue of certificates of eli- 
gibility in their favour by Government of India, The certi- 
(uate of eligibility in respect of candidates belonging to 
category (cl) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the dale of his appointment beyond which he would be 
retained in service only if he has become a citizen of India, 


Certificates of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to one of the following cate- 
gories;— 

(i) Persons who migtated to India from Pakistan before 
the 19th July 1918 and have ordinatily been residing 
in India since then. 

(If) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
the 18Lh July 1948, and have got themselves regis- 
tered as citizens under article 6 of the Constitution, 

(Hi) Gorkha subjects of Nepal. 

(iv) Non-citizens of categories (c) and (d) above who en- 
tered service under the Government of India before 
l lie commencement of the Constitution vix., 26th 
January, 1950, and who have continued in such ser- 
vice since then. Any such person who reentered or 
may re-enter such service with a break after the 
26tli January, 1950 will however, require certificate 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

5. Candidates should be medically fit in all respects for ser- 
vice in any part of the world. The standards of medical 
fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on medical giounds. Candidates are, theiefoic, advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examined 
beiore submitting their applications, to avoid disappoinment 
at the final stage. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Air Force Selection Board will be medically examined by 
a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Air 
Force Flying College, The very fact tfrat the medical exami- 
nation has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctors 
will not mean or imply that the candidate lias ocen finally 
selected. The proceedings and details of findings of the 
Medical Boaul arc confidential and cannot be divulged to any 
one. The results of candidates declared unfit/temporarily 
unht arc intimated to them along with the procedure for 
submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for 
Lbe details of results of Medical Board will be entertained by 
the President of the Medical Board. 

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com- 
plete their full training. A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his application, though successful at this or 
any subsequent examination, will not be selected for training. 
A candidate who marries while in training shall be discharged 
and will he liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him 
by the Government, 

7. Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd August 1941 and not later 
than 1st February 1945, 
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THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED

No-IP I— In the case of Cadets of the Rashtrlya Indian Mili- 
tary College (formerly Sainik School), a certificate from the 
Principal to the effect that the Cadet has reached the “Matri- 
culation Pass’ standard of Education will be accepted. 

No ip II,— Candidates, who have appeared or intend to 
appear at any of line above examinations, may also apply for 
admission to this examination. Their applications, will be 
accepted provisionally and they will be rcqtilred to furnish 
proof of their having passed that examination as soon a* 
possible and in any case not later than 30th June 1962 
Candidature will otherwise be cancelled. 

9. Candidates who were admitted to an earlier couise at 
file National Defence Academy ('formerly Joint Services Wing/ 
Military College (formerly Military Wing) /Air Force Flying 
College (formerly Air Force Academy/ or Naval Training 
Establishments, but were removed therefrom on disciplinary 
giounds will not be admitted to this examination. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn on medical 
grounds from any of these institutions or who left the insti- 
tutions voluntarily are, however, eligible for admission to this 
examination. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the Air 
Force Flying College (formely Air Force Academy) on academic 
grounds or for lack of officer like-qualities will hot also be 
admitted to this examination. 


Candidates who wcie withdrawn from oLher institutions on 
academic grounds or for lack of Officcr-like-quall t I s will, how- 
ever, be eligible for admission to this examination. 

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampcietl with or of making statements which are incorrect or 
false or suppiessing material information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution, be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period:— 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any examination 
or appearance at any interview held by the Commis- 
sion for selection of candidates and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government. 

12. No candidate shall b: admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission frrm the Union 
Public Service Commission, 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for Ids candidature by any means may dlsaualify him for 
admission. 

II I be maximum niinibrr of candidates to be admitted to 
the examination may at (he discteiion of the Commission he 
limited to such number as the Commission may decide. If 
a limit is imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
limit, the Union Public Scivice Commission shall select from 
among the applicants those who, shall be admitted to the 
examination and shall have regaid in so doing to the suita- 
bility of the applicants for admission to the Air Force Flying 
College. 

15. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification. 

10. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix 
III No claim for a refund of these fees will be entertained 
except to the extent stated in the Appendix, nor can they be 
held In reserve for any other examination or selection. 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates In older of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks awarded to cacii candidate at the written 
examination. The candidates who obtain minimum qualify- 
ing maiks in the written examination as fixed by the Com- 
mission in their discretion, shall appear before the Air Force 
Selection Board for Pilot Aptitude test and Olficcr Potentiality 
test. The maximum marks obtainable at these tests are 900. 
Candidates who obtain minimum qualifying marks separately 
in Pilot Aptitude test and Officer Potentiality test will be fur- 
ther subjected to a Physical Endurance test details of which 
are given in Appendix IV and for which there will be a 
maximum of 200 marks. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure minimum 
qualifying marks separately in (i) written examination fll) 
Pilot Aptitude test (iii) Officer Potentiality test and (Iv) 
Physical Endurance test Subject to these conditions, the 
qualified candidates will be placed in the oidcr of merit 
on the basis of total marks secured The final selection for 
admission to the Air Force Flying College will be made in 
order of incut subject to medical fitness and suitability in 
all other respects and number of vacancies available. 

N.B.— THOSE CANDIDATES WHO DO NOT OBTAIN 
MINIMUM PILOT APTITUDE GRADE WILL NOT BE
